Warfaw, April 16. | : 
HE hor Refolutions that were propos'd 
to the Aflembly at Marienburg, before 
Eafter, and to which feveral of the Prin- 
cipal Senators and Deputies refus’d their 
Affent, have produc’d very ill Effects ; 
and are like to prove of no other Ufe, than to em- 
broil and exafperate Things, and retard the Nego- 
ciations for an amicable Accommodation ; And they 
write from Marienburg, that no one Party is fatis- 
fied with all the Articles that were approv’d by fome 
of the Members of that Affembly, and that the King 
of Poland himfelf is not at all pleas’d wish them. He 
has fent hither rhe Staroft Borvekowski, to endeavour 
to remove the ill Impreffions which thofe Refoluti- 
ons have made in Peoples Minds ; and to exhort the 


. Cardinal Primate to ufe all his Intereft to procure a 


Peace. But his Eminency anfwer’d , That how well 
fo ever he may be difpos’d to contribute all that in 
him lies to reeftablifh the publick Tranquillicy, ic 
muft needs be difficult for him to fucceed in it,after the 
Proceedings of the Affembly at Marienburg to de- 
cty his Conduct and good Intentions, and parti- 
cularly to invalidate the Refolutions of the Coun- 
cil he has fummon'd to Warfaw. That in the pre- 
fent Juncture he can confult feparately without the 
Participation of His Polith Majefty : And that there 
is no other way to‘induce the King of Sweden to ac- 
cept of the impartial Mediation of the Republick : 
That there is little Likelyhood that a Man who is 
induftrioufly mis-reprefented to the Republick , can 
bring about a Work , that is not eafily to be accom- 
lifh'd with the Affiftance of the Senators and Nobi- 
ility, whofe Concurrence is abfolutely neceffary, 
and who probably will not joyn with him, after 
what has been done to blacken him and render his 
Conduct fufpected. However he affembled the Se- 
nators that are in this Ciry to Day, to confulc with 
them whether it may be proper to open the Council 
conven'd by him ; but what was the Refult is yet 
unknown. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated May 15. 
Marienburg, April27.. The Great Council of Se- 
nators reaflembled hete on the 18th of this Month, 
but have proceeded flowly becaufe they wait for the 
Return of the Deputies thar were fent to Warfaw, 
according to whofe Report they intend to regulate 
themfelves. ’Tis faid the King has refolv’d to fend 
Powers to the Cardinal Primate to treat of Peace ; 
To which the King of Sweden feems inclinable, but 
is abfolurel y determin'd to exclude the Mufcovites 
out of it. Mean time the Deputies of Lithuania 
infit that Circulatory Letters be iffued to fummon 
the Nobility mount on Horfeback as the readieft 
Way to obtain Peace ; and vother Day they threw 
out fuch bitter Reflections on feveral Chief Men of

Rafain, May 1. Qn the 21ft of Jaft Month, 
Ki Deputies of the Republick had Audience of the 

ng of Sweden, and on the 27th His Majefty gave 


them his Anfwer, containing in Subftance , That he 
could not approve of the Refolurions taken at Ma- 
rienburg , becaufe the Perfons that made thofe Refo- 
lutions were conven’d by the Authority ofhis Enemy. . 
But that if the Republick will let a Council be call’d 
by the Authority of the Cardinal , His Majefty will 
hearken to the Propofals of fuch an Affembly. The 
King of Sweden broke up with his whole Army on 
the 28th,and is march’d towards the River Bugh, in- 
tending to drive the Saxons from thence,to which end 
he fent before 16 Pieces of Cannon under Convoy of 
a Regiment ; but yefterday came Advice, that the 
Saxons being inform’d the Swedes were advancing 
towards them, drew off, leaving only 200 Horfe 19 
fee what the Swedes would attempt, who after they 


had feen them lay a Bridge over the River, made 


off, and follow’d the reft of the Saxons. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated May 17. 

Warlaw, April30. On the 26th, 500 Swedith 
Horfe and 800 Foot march’d towards Gaura; on the ~~ 
28th the King of Sweden’s Guards in Number ~ 
2000 Men, march’d towards Nowodvoot; and the 
King himfelf, after he had had a Conference of 2 
Hours with General Sreinbock, follow’d them ar the 
Head of 5000 Foot and 3000 Horfe : leaving 3 Re- 
giments in Garrifon in this City. His Majefty, to 
make the greater Expedition, caus’d feveral Pontons 
and Boats to be carried in Waggons, defigning to 
furprife the Saxons entrench’d on the other fide of 
the River Bugh. 

From the Harlem Courant, dated May 19. 

_ Warfaw, May 5. The King of Sweden having 
caus'd a Bridge to be laid over the River Bugh in 
Sight of the Saxons at Pulkank, On the 1ft Inftant 
at 3 inthe Morning, he order’d 3000 Horfe to pafs 
over it ; His Majefty found the Saxons in order of 
Battel; yet attack’d them fo vigoroufly Sword in 
Hand without firing a Shor, thar he broke and 
routed them. A great Number of Saxons were 
drown’d in the River Naren, and abeve 1000 befides 
Officers were made Prifoners: but few were kill’d. 
The Swedes had 2 Dragoons and a {Cornet kill'd, 
and fome few wounded. The King himfelf-took 
the General of the Saxon Horfe Prifoner. General 
Steinau efcap’d very narrowly. All the Saxons Bag- 
gage, Artillery and Ammunition was taken. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated May 19. 
Hannover, May 15. We have Advice from Po- 
land, that the Swedes have pafs’d the River Bugh, 
from whence the Saxons retir’d towards Pruffia; bur 
that the Regiment of Jordan, tarrying a little] behind 
the reft, receiv’d fome Damage ; that it was reported 
Adjutant General Paul was taken ; and that by other 
Reports this little Action is magnified.to a total 
Rout of the Saxons. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dared May 17. 

Marienburg, May 4. The Senatus Confilium, 
which has been affembled here for fome time, will 
break up to morrow. The King of Sweden ap- 
pearing averfe to Peace, His Polith Majefty will 
Pe edily iffue his Univerfalia, to order all the Nobi- 
liry of the Kingdom to mount on Horfeback’, and 
draw together on the 30th of this Month at. the 
Rendezvous His Majefty appoint. 
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likewife His Majefty will hold a Diet on Horfeback, 
about the middle of June. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated May 12. 

Hamburg, April30. Moft of the Domefticks of 
the Chancellor Beuchling, and of his Accomplices 
and Adherents, who were taken up by Order of the 
King of Poland, at the fame time their Mafters were 
feiz’d, have been fince fet at Liberty ; but the Chan- 
cellor was brought on the 19th to the Caftle of Ko- 
nigftein ; his 2 Brothers, the Baronefs of Recken- 
berg, and the reft, are imprifon’d, fome in the fame 
Caftle, and others ellewhere. The Chanccllor is 
accus’d of robbing the Publick , (which in the Civil 
Law is term’d Crimen Peculatus) He is but 34 Years 
old, and has amafs’d together above two Millions of 
Crowns. He is likewite charg’d with abufing the 
Confidence repos’d in him by his Mafter, whom he 
perfwaded to fend 6000 Men of his beft Troops into 
the Emperor’s Service when he had moft need of 
them hiintelf. 

Ed'nburgh, May 6. The Parliament met this 
Day, and Her Majefties Letter to them was read : 
Wherenpon the Lords Commiffioners and Chancel- 
lors made Speeches after the ufual Form, all which 
are order’d to be printed. Several controverted Ele- 
ctions were debated, and Duke Hamilron gave in 
an Act for recognizing Her Majetties Authority, 
which met with the General Applaufe of the whole 


Houfe, and was order’d to be mark’d a firft Reading :
